DT PILLAR has continued a program of activities in support of Asian 
educational inutitutionc and private Asian organisations - youth and student, 
women's, legal, Journalism, etc. Despite indication* toward the end of the 
fiscal year of Increased wariness toward DTPXLLAR on the part of the govern- 
ments of Bpims, Ceylon, and Indonesia, BT PILLAR asms to have substantial 
private support in those areas end its programs have continued to grow. 

In Burma DTPILLAR has been active in support of Buddhist groups end 
most recently has given support to the University of Rangoon, including 
aid to legal studies and assistance in the establishment of e student 
recreation center. In Ceylon DTPILLAR continues among other activities, 
its support of several regional youth councils which provide vocational 
training as veil as a recreational outlet to Ceyloaeae youth, and an Insti- 
tute of Social Work, which offers too only training in Ceylon for practical 
social workers. In Indonesia DTPILLAR support has been primarily to the 
politically and economically significant cooperative movement, to a variety 
of educational institutions, and to the public library association. 

Despite the opposition of toe Indian Government to local DTPILLAR repres- 
entation, DTPILLAR has conducted a stseahle Indian program with the knowledge 
and approval of key GOI officials. Per example, an Indian we toe winner for 
the fertoeaslng year of a BT KELLAR»«p«aso9Ped harvard Wlsman Fellowship in 
Journalism. 



DTPILLAR 1 * Oversea* Chinese programs - especially in Hong dong and 
Singapore - have continued to receive the warm endorsement of toe British, 

G. S. official agencies, and vial ting American scholars. These programs 
include a large reeearch and publicetione program} a motion picture program} 
aid to several refugee Chines* colleges In Hong Kong (now amalgamated, at 
DTPILLAR urging, into a single college)j a etudent publication and organisa- 
tional program, centered in Hong Kong which has extended to the Federation of 
Malaya and Lee been described by British sources as the only significant anti- 
communist student effort in that area. 
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In Japan, the DT PILLAR-® vpperted Institute fbr democratic Lducetlon, 
which Is composed of the 100 top university officials and educators in 
Japan, now has three branch organisations. It has sponsored « research and 
publications program designed to establish and promote a democratic philos- 
ophy of education in Japan, adult education and university extension prog- 
ram®, and travel programs for Japanese educators to provide contact with 
Western forme of education. DTP! LIAR is also supporting in Japan a labor 
education committee composed of representatives ef labor, management, 
government, and the ecadesiic cowm nity to promote the education of labor 
in Its oivie responsibilities . This group he# oampleted e study ef the 
causes of laber-eMine geaent discord In major strikes in Japan. DTFILLAR has 
pieced eleven English teachers in Japanese universities. DT PILLAR support 
of seme indigenous organisations or activity is mentioned with increasing 
frequency in the Japanese press. The source of these press reports is always 
the Ja pan es e organisation itself, an indication that public knowledge of 
DTFILLAR support is considered no hindrance to the success of the activity. 

Two weak spots of DT PILLAR’* programs have been Pakistan, where personnel 
problame have plagued DTFILLAR, end Afghanistan, where the indifference of the 
gove rnment to cultural activities has impeded the development ef toe program. 
The problems in Pakistan, It is believed, have been at tasked by toe appoint- 
ment of 9 new representative in Pakistan with administrative ability and with 
valuable experience with DTPXLLAR Japanese educational programs which can be 
put to good use in Pakistan. Programs in Pakistan include a eoeio-econemie 
research program conducted by toe University of Dacca, support of toe estab- 
lishment of a University of Peahawar Press, provision of a professor of 
American history to the University of Karachi, and support to a Labor educa- 
tion institute trader the guidance of an American labor advisor on DTFILLAR ’* 
staff in Karachi, The picture in Afghanistan remains gloomy although the 
DT PILLAR representative is reported to have good contacts meong many 
Afghanistan officials and was encouraged by them to return to Afghanistan 
after heme leave to continue his program. Hie only major success to date, 
however, has been toe establishment of a student recreation center and toe 
furthering of plans to bring an American press agency service into Afghanistan.
